What a state of intellectual darkness 
troulcl be that, of civilized mankind 
without paper and the secret of its man- 
ufacture! 
For many years the rag met 


all demands of the paper industry. The 
increasing diversity of uses to which 
paper and paper pulp have lieen put in 
the last decade have made it necessary 
for manufacturers to cast about for more 
effective elementary substances. Boots, 
money, boats, ga.s pipc.s, impermeable 
casks, toys, bottles, pipes, floors, doors, 
ceilings, architectural ornaments, roof- 
ing, chimneys and oven complete fire- 
proof houses are now made of paper. 
Many claim that it will eventually sup- 
plant wood, for it will neither craok 
nor warp. It can bo triturated, put un- 
der great pressure and subjected to cer- 
tain chemical treatment and will then 
take a high polish and will resist the ef- 
fects of fire better than any other ma- 
terial known. 
Paper is gradually sup- 


planting metal in certain linos. 
Loco- 


motive wheels have been in ado of it for 
several years, and even 'rails for rail- 
roads. The next progressive step will be 
to uso it for the manufacture of ord- 
nance, which is not by any means a re- 
mote possibility. Paper has largely tak- 
en the place of linen. 
Wo have paper 


collars and cull's and blankets. 
An in- 


genious inventor has devised 
paper 


shirt bosoms, which can bo torn off like 
the pages from a calendar, thus enabling 
the wearer to have a clean shirt front 
as often as he desires. It is only a mat- 
ter of time before cloths, dressing gowns 
and entire suits of clothes will ho made 
from paper. The soldiers of the Japanese 
army wore paper trousers and jerseys 
during their famous winter campaign. 


Wood pulp is the most effective sub- 


stitute for rags iu the manufacture of 
paper. Nearly every species of wood can 
bo used. 
Somo kinds yield more than 


others. More pulp can be got from wil- 
low arid chestnut than from walnut. 
Different woods give various qualities 
nnrt effects. 
Aspon will yield a very 


white paper, but defective in solidity, 
and is therefore mixed with fir. This 
latter wood is most generally used. It 
was first imported from the Black forest, 
in Germany. Tho chief supply is now 
obtained in Norway and Finland, in the 
form of planks or poles, never exceeding 
8 feet 7 or 8 inches. 


For tho last half century the world's 


production of paper lias increased ten- 
fold. 
In 1800 it wtis 221,000 metric 


tons. Tho latest recent estimate was 
2,000,000 me trio tons. The European 
manufacturers arc. suffering from u glut 
in production. Tho price of paper has 
fallen ono-third, while wages have dou 
bled. Tho European plants are not so 
progressive as those in this country. 
They depend too much upon manual la 
bor. In tho United States tho miinnfnc 
turers have substituted machinery fo: 
..liniu} work, and as a result of the de 
crease in ttic number of tlinir employee; 
are enabled to pny high wages. 


Attention has rccuiuly boon called to 


the utilily of a little known species of 
paper called tho hoiibab, or Ansonia. 
It is inudo from tho wood of tho boubab 
tree, which is a native of west Africa, 
nml is known thero as tho "monkoy 
bread (roe." It i.s found in Abyssinia, 
Senegal and south of Coyo river. It is 
of low grow ill and h:is a very thick 
trunk. 
While it rarely attains a height 


of 25 feet, tho trunk is usually 20 to 25 
feet in diameter. Tho branches aro pen- 
dulous and bear an edible fruit. The in- 
ner bark of this trno is very fibrous. 
It 


is uBod for making superior wrapper pa- 
pers, which have great tenacity. When 
tho inner bark is stripped from the tree, 
a 
frt'.sli growth supplants that taken 


away, and in a couple of years the treo 
is again in normal condition. Tho bark 
IK peeled off but onco in four years.

No machinery whatever is employed

for some time past an effort baa been 
made to introduce handkerchiefs of pa- 
per and fiber. 
A substance composed of 


shredded fiber might be put into tho 
form of paper puip and run out into 
sheets, which would be soft, pliable, 
absorbent and inexpensive. Paper hand- 
kerchiefs might be made almost us cheap 
ns toilet paper and would bo fouud a 
most welcome addition to the equipment 
of invalids. 
Immediately upon being 


used they could be burned or otherwise 
destroyed, thereby avoiding the trans- 
mission of disease germs. 
Laundresses 


and others havo frequently been inocu- 
lated with tho bacilli of various mala- 
dies by contact in the washtub. 
A 


eorntch or any irritated spot on the skin 
may become a lodging placo for such 
orgauisms. 
For this and other reasons 


tho paper handkerchief is strongly com- 
mended. If, in addition to the absorbent 
and inexpensive qualities, the pulp could 
bo impregnated with somo inodorous and 
efficacious antiseptic, tho value of this 
new departure would bo largely iucreas-

ORKS at a great disadvantage, as the very corner stone of bus- 
iness is carefulness of investment. The careless advertiser 


takes advice too easily and permits too much to depend upon chance. 


He is at the mercy of the "circulation liars" who never make def- 


inite statements nor attempt to prove them. It is the careless adver- 
tiser, beyond all others, who keep alive the ufakes " He does not dis- 
criminate as to the character of men to be believed or the stories they 
may tell. And as there are more illegitimate advertising "schemes" 
than there are legitimate advertising channels, he pays out more 
money for poor than for good service. After the careless advertiser 
has been imposed upon, he frequently wreaks vengeance upon the 
legitimate medium and drives off the agent who represents the latter. 
This separates him further from those interested in his welfare, and 
makes him an easier victim again for smooth-tongued schemers who 
never face a customer but once. 


A legitimate advertising agent always wants his patron to make 


money on his investment and will exert himself to see that he does. 
Such agents work for reputable mediums. They should be especially 
encouraged by the careless advertiser. 


The Careful Advertiser. 


M 


AY be successful, but his possibilities are limited because he 
wants to do everything himself, and he frequently wants to see 


the cash box coming down on the wire before he orders the advertis- 
ing. This is the care that kills. It would till a cat; and the fickle 
jade, Fortune, begins flirting with some bolder wooer who will take 
counsel of experts about advertising. The careful advertiser not only 
jeopardizes his success by refusing to accept valuable counsel, but by 
devoting his time to a department which lies outside of the ordinary 
channel of business, and for which he may be entirely unqualified, 
while he is neglecting the things he is specially competent to do and 
which needs his closest attention. It is worth money to the careful 
advertiser to assure himself that he can make more money doing those 
things which he understands, than he can doing those things which 
he does not understand, namely, advertising. 


The apparent cost frequently deters the careful advertiser. 
Yet 


advertising is like other investments, the larger investor makes more 
money than the small one. The secret of profitable newspaper adver- 
tising is in the use of the right matter displayed in the right way, in- 
serted in the right newspaper, at the right time, and at the right price.

ILL succeed if be only directs his liberality in right channels and 
pushes that branch of his business with the same energy he does 


the rest of it. But if he indiscriminately spends his cash on every 
scheme, fake and fraud presented, he may be a very Jong way from 
success. A fortune may be spent in advertising without satisfactory 
results. Many a one has been so dissipated. If advertising be done 
for accommodation, for charity, for friendship, for lack of courage to 
say "no" or for personal popularity, it will be fruitless. To advertise 
for business popularity is very different from advertising for personal 
pepularity. The former makes customers of the masses; the. latter 
customers of a class. The only excuse for spending money in adver- 
tising is to gain trade. It is a pure cold business proposition. 
Some 


people prefer personal popularity to trade; they need the constant ad- 
vice of one who regards advertising as the simplest of business pro- 
positions. Business run to suit the caprices of others will not suc- 
ceed. It must be run on principle, and advertising for trade must be 
run likewise. Those who advertise best, not most, succeed. The lib- 
eral advertiser ought to succeed and he will if he expends his money 
judiciously.
